QUESTION NO. 1. 
LAW PROPOSED BY 


INITIATIVE PETITION. 

Shall this measure, which by amend- 
Ments of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) 
provides for payment by the Common- 
wealth of adequate pensions to deserving 
citizens sixty-five years of age or over in 
need of relief or support, who shall have 
resided in the Commonwealth not less than 
ah ay} Buypacaid Ajazespowuy saead aay 
of application for such pension, and who 
shall have resided in the Commonwealth 
continuously for one year immediately pre- 
ceding said date of application, which is 
further described as follows:— 

The measure, by amendments of Gener- 
al Laws (Ter. Ed.), c. 6, provides for 
an old age pension commission of three 
persons, one to be a qualified physician, 
another to be an attorney at law and a 
third to be a non-professional person, 
who are to be appointed and may be _ re- 
moved for cause by the Governor with 
the advice and consent of the Council, and 
are to serve under Governor and 
Council. Not more than two members of 
said Commission shall be members of 
the same political party. Original appoint- 
ments of members shall be for 
two and three years respectively, 
thereafter appointments are to be for 
three years. Such members are to devote 
their whole time to the work of the 
Commission during business hours and be 
engaged in no other businesss, occu- 
pation or profession. One of their num- 
ber ts to be designated as chairman oy 
the Governor and shall receive a salary 
of $6,000, and each other member 
$5,500 per year, with their necessary ex- 
penses. The Commission is empowered 
to make and enforce rules and regula- 
tions as it may deem necessary in the 
performance of its duties and as may be 
approved by the Governor and Council. 

The measure strikes out chapter 118A 
of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), and 
inserts in its place a new chapter enti- 
tled ‘‘Adequate pensions for certain aged 
citizens.’’ 

It is provided that pensions hereunder 
shall be paid from the date of applica- 
tion therefor, but in no event before 
the applicant reaches the age of sixty-five. 
The Commission shall render a_ decision 
in not less than thirty days from the 
date of application for a pension or a 
request for an increase of the , amount 
thereof. Such pension § shall, wherever 
racticable, be paid to the aged person 
n his own home or in lodgings or in a 
boarding home, which for the purposes 


hereof shall include any Institution pro- 
viding shelter, care and treatment for 
aged persons which is’ not supported tn 


whole or in part by public funds;. pro- 
vided, that no inmate of such a boarding 
home or unstitution shall be eligible 
for a pension under this chapter while be- 
ing cared for under a_ contract. Such 
pension shall be paid by check or in cash 
which shall be delivered to the pen- 
sioner at his residence, if he so requests, 
and shall be paid semi-monthly unless 
the pensioner prefers less frequent pay- 
_Ments. Such pension shall be on_ the 
basia of need and the amount. lhereof

Provision is made by which a person 
feceiving a pension may be absent from 
the Commonwealth on a visit without 
hav'ng such pension suspended. 

It is previded that General Laws 
(Ter E4.), ec. 273. § 20, which relates to 
the support of parents by children, shall 
not apply when parents are eligible to 
receive @ pension.

Lodge Senate Fight 


Keen interest is jdeveloping here 
in the Lodge contes¢ for the United 
States Senate.

He 
died Agust 18, 1908, but still lives 
again in memory wherever his hymns 
are sung. His organ still vibrates 
with its gospel melodies.
